(Or community) will not get 
any more for electricity than 
is necessary to operate

case on one of the dissatis-

If Mr. and Mrs. X, who 
live in Elba and used 17152 
KWH of electricity, had been 
using Alabama Power Com- 
pany, their bill would have 
been $140.34 rather than the 
$147.54 they paid Elba. This 
is $7.20 cheaper forthe power 
company, and includes all tax- 
es! 

But, that is not the entire 
story Elba uses a LEVEL 
rate - that is, the rate is the 
Same in summer as in winter, 
except for the fuel adjust- 
ment factor. Alabama Power 
Company has a summer rate 
that is quite a bit higher. Mr 
and Mrs. X would have paid 
$50.00 more than Elba char- 
ges for the 7152 KWH used 
during the months of May thr- 
ough October,if the power had 
been purchased from Alabama 
Power Company. This $50.00 
does not take into considera- 
tion the higher fuel adjust- 
ment factor the power com- 
pany had during the summer 
months, a+’ factor that would 
have pushed the bill even high- 
er! 

Commissioner Zeigler said 
he would be happy to discuss 
individual problems with any 
consumer, and even though we 
were right about his lack of 
authority in cases such as 
Elba’s, he would still go to bat 
for Elba folks if the need arose. 

Zeigler suggested that for 
persons building or remodel- 
ing homes, certain economy 
measures could be taken. He 
said that at the present rates 
of electricity and natura! gas, 
it was cheaper to heat with 
gas and cool with electricity. 
Also, a clothes dryer operated 
with gas is cheaper thananall- 
electric unit, according to 
Zeigler.

The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board met Tuesday night 
and an announced visit to the 
meeting by a large group of 
utility users failed to mater- 
ialize. Mr. Gerald Boswell was 
the only person appearing be- 
fore the Board asking for re- 
ief on his electric bill. Bos- 
well said his usage had jumped 
25% higher than it had ever 
been before, and this was out 
of line with other owners of 
all-electric homes. The Board 
told Boswell that its em- 
ployees would do everything 
possible to help him find the 
reason for the high usage, but 
that he would have to secure 
private electricians to check 
the system “past the meter.” 

The discussion with Bos- 
well came after the members 
of the Board tiad heard bond 
attorney Billy Marx say that 
before Elba could successful- 
ly sell bonds for some needed 
construction of electric lines, 
additional revenue must be 
scheduled. Marx noted that 
Elba’s water rates were low- 
er than average and suggested 
these rates be raised to in- 
sure the ability to repay the 
borrowed money He said 
Elba needed an additional 
$25,000, and again suggested 
this could be raised by in- 
creasing the water rates 


Board Chairman Charles 
Hayes suggested that a water 
engineer be consulted on the 
matter and no action be taken 
until the matter had been stu- 
died further. He indicated the 
Board needed to move fast and 
he would call a special meet- 
ing to discuss it when further 
information was ready. 

Board members were pre- 
sented with the monthly state- 
ment of condition of the de- 
partment. This report indi- 
cated the electric department 
had total sales of electricity 
of $68,926.41 and operating 
expenses of $62,998.51, leaving 
a “profit” of $6,364.93. 

The water department re- 
corded sales of $7,447.26 and 
expenses of $6,805.83. This 
left a “profit” of $741.83. 

There was no income tothe 
Water and Electric Board from 
the sewer system. All this 
money goes to the City General 
Fund. However, expenses of 
maintaining the system cost the 
Board $1,786.42. 

Combine these three divi- 
sions, and the department 
showed a profit of $5,320.34. 
This “profit” is used to repay 
funds borrowed in years past 
to construct and upgrade the 
system. 

Current bills presented and 
approved for payment totaled 
$4,622.67. Chairman Hayes 
noted that this was down con- 
siderably from past months, 
and he attributed the reduc- 
tion to the concerted efforts 
of City Clerk Jack Prescott 
and Superintendent Ed Comp- 
ton. 

Board members briefly 
discussed the present late ch- 
arges and the strict deadline 
(10th of the month). Hayes 
acknowledged the penalty was 


high, “but we did that on pur-* 


pose .. . and it is working.” 
He said the late charge was 
to encourage people to pay 
on time, and the delinquent 
accounts had dropped since 
the increase in late charges.

Dangers Of Child 


And Family 
Services Act 


Congressman Bill Dickinson 
Recently I’ve received a 
number of letters from people 
greatly concerned about a bill 
that "would take their children 
away from them.’ The 
measure in question is the 
Child and Family Service Act, 
which would set up day care 
centers and make health, ed- 
ucafion and other ’’services”’ 

available to children. 

Briefly, the Child and Family 
Service Act was first presen- 
ted to the Congress and sub- 
sequently approved in 1971. 
However, the measure was 
vetoed by President Nixon as 
fiscally irresponsible and 
family weakening. Hecalledit 
"the most radical peice of 
legislation to emerge from 
the 92nd Congress.’’ The 
Congress failed to override 
the veto and the measure was 
killed. 

Now, the bill has beenreintro- 
duced and hearings have been 
held in House and Senate Sub- 
committees. Most ofthe testi- 
mony has been against the 
legislation. 

As I see it, there are many 
things wrong with the legis- 
lation. It duplicates already 
existing child care programs 
and could force small private 
day care centers out of 
business. But, even more 
alarming, there is no protec- 
tion of either childrens’ or 
parents’ rights. Indeed, 
‘“‘parents’’ is defined as ‘‘any 
person who has primary day- 
to-day responsibility for the 
child.’’ The dangerous im- 
plication here is that under 
the plan envisioned respon- 
sibility for the child.” The 
dangerous implication here is 
that under the plan envisioned 
by this bill, it would be the day 
care center which would in 
fact have that day-to-day res- 
ponsibility for the child.’’ The 
scope of programs authorized 
by this legislation is so broad 
that rearing, caring and nutru- 
ing functions of parents are 
rendered insignificant as an 
HEW bureaucracy assumes 
those responsibilities. 

Furthermore, itappears that 
this bill is really just a vehicle 
for restructuring society in 
the image of the bill’s 
designers. ‘‘A program de- 


signed to mentally and nsv- 
chologicaily manipulate 
children,’’ its critics claim. 

However, I must point out that 
this would be a VOLUNTARY 
program. You would not be 
forced to participate and your 
children ‘‘would NOT be taken 
from you.’’ Even this liberal 
Congress would not accept 
so alien a proposal. Even so, 
this bill does have dangerous 
implications and I will cer- 
tainly oppose it.

INCOME 
Several of my Coffee County 

farm friends remind me that 
even though peanuts are bring- 
ing record prices that this does 
not mean that farmers are do- 
ing that much better than they 
used to. In fact, Rollan Day, 
chairman of the Coffee County 
ASCS Committee, pointed out 
that prices can be misleading. 
For example, even though pea- 
nuts averaged about $400a ton 
this past year Day saidthat the 
hidden costs of storage, in- 
spection, etc. would amount to 
about $30 per ton. Costs of 
production are going up. 

An economist told me re- 
cently that in the future we 
should expect to pay more for 
goods and services and ex- 
pect more for products. In 
other words, it appears that 
inflation is going to continue. 
This is one reason why | am 
concerned about the peanut 
program in the immediate 
years ahead. We will just have 
to wait and see how things de- 
velop. 


YOUNG FARMERS 

We have had several short- 
courses the past three months 
dealing with a lot of subjects. 
I am well pleased to see young 
farmers like Al Britt of Route 
4, Enterprise, Kenneth Sand- 
ers of Route 2, Brundidge, Bob 
Helms ofthe Mt. Pleasant Com- 
munity, Charles Cowen of Cur- 
tis and others attending these 
shortcourses.

‘For the farmer, the con- 
servation plan means preser- 
ving basic raw materials--the 
Soil--and using it in such a 
way as to maintain a long- 
term profitable . operation,” 
Lingle said 

‘For the non-farmer, the 
conservation plan means a 
more stable supply of food- 
meat, milk, grain and non-food 
necessities such as wood ‘and 
fibre. Benefits of conservation 
farming are evident and easy 
for the entire community to

“You may ask why, if farm- 

ers are the backbone of our 

conservation programs’ does 

the Department of Agriculture 

emphasize urban conserva- 

tion,” Lingle said. Here are 

some reasons: 

“In the first place, we do 
urban conservation because as 
‘a federal agency, we must ser- 
ve all the people. This is done 
in harmony with the programs 
of the locally-governed soil 
and water conservation dis- 
tricts, and the wishes of their 
supervisors 

“Secondly, we do urban 
conservation because we have 
found conservation practices 
and principles that have been 
tested for 40 years on rural 
areas will work in towns, too 

“And we must remember 
that although urban areas are 
small, percentage-wise, they 
contain most of the people, and 
in comparatively . congested 
conditions. Therefore, a land 
use mistake in an urban area 
can hurt a lot of people and 
can cost a lot of money. To ex- 
press it another way, following 
good conservation planning in 
an urban area can bring bene- 
fits to a large number of people 
all at once.” 

“The foundation of our 
work with urban interests or 
farmers is the soil survery,” 
Lingle Said “Interpretive 
maps made from these sur- 
veys can show community plan- 
ners features about the soil 
--overflow areas, shallow 
soils, areas where foundations 
must be strengthened to with- 
stand soil pressure and other 
soil and water-related prob 
lems. Soil surveys are pre- 
pared by the Soil Conservation 
Service in cooperation with 
Alabama Agricultura) Ex 
periment Stations and the Ala 
bama Department of Agricul 

ture and Industries 

Farmers use the soil sur 

veys and similar interpretive 
maps to help plan the best use 
of their land 

“The economic and physi 

cal benefits of conservation 
improvement work to the rural 
landowners, and to their city 
neighbors, are evident inhigh 
er crop yields, clearer water 
ways, safer communities, and 
recreation and a better envir 
onment ” Lingle concluded 


Young people make good 
conservationists. Many soil 
and water conservation dis 
tricts are realizing this and 
are offering senior highschool 
Students a chance to participate 
in conservation planning and 
action 

Conservation districts have 
organized more than 160 Youth 
Boards over the nation with 
district leaders giving assist 
ance and guidance tothe young 
people 

Soil Conservation Service

He 
Said 100 persons will be added 
within thrity days and 100 
Within 6 or 7 months as they 
ean be trained and put on the 
production line. 

Kleinert’s presently has a 
$3 million payroll in the Elba 
plant and works an average of 
625 people.
